3. REFERRING TO THE ANGLO-AMERICAN PLAN, MR. WA LOKITO SAYS 
THAT IN VIEW OF THE DIFFICULTY LORD CARVER IS HAVING IN GETTING 
THE PLAN ACCEPTED BY ALL PARTIES AND, IN ORDER TO AVOID FURTHER 
BLOODSHED, "ONE HAS TO AGREE IN THE FINAL ANALYSIS THAT THE KEY
